The 30th of December is fast approaching and 
its approach brings back to us the memory of 
the saddest day that ever dawned in the Philip- 
pines. The mournful event which that day wit. 
nessed will never be forgotten. It has left in 



our minds an everlasting impression. The name 
of our beloved brother who on that day fell victim 
of tyranny, will never be obliterated. The wise 
teachings of the man who willingly gave up his 
life for his country will find welcome in the hearts 
of his countrymen who every year unite in com- 
memorating the anniversary of his death.

Rizal loved his country and because he loved 
it, he wished to see it free from the evils which 
were introduced in it. He saw that the emanci- 
pation of his countrymen can only be made pos* 
sible by educating, not a few alone but all of 
them, and for this reason he e^pontanoeusly coope 



rated in their education. He loved Spain, the 
mother country, but believed that his first duty 
was to the Philippines, his dear native land. He 
believed in Spain's sincerity, but he knew that 
being on the side of the world she did not know the 
real conditions existing in the Philippines, so he 
left all that was dear to him, — country, parents, 
friends and all. He went abroad where he could 
best present to Spain the needs of his country. 
Then what happened? 

Because Rizal loved his country and had the 
courage of defending its cause, because Rizal came 
to be looked upon by his countrymen as the 
liberator of tfeeir race, because Rizal's noble figcire 
stood as an obstacle in the realization of all act.; 
of oppression, — because of all these, on his return 
to the Philippines he was made the target of 
vengeance 'which resulted in his being accused of 
"sedition and rebellion." Rizal during his trial 
defended himself with convincing argument but 
all his efforts to prove his innocence were of no 
avail for he was condemned beforehand to die. 
/Vt daybreak of December 30, 1896, ^^four bullets 
carried off this great patriot, this true martyr to 
his country's cause, this great genius, this most 
worthy example of patriotism." 

In the words of Prof. Blumentrit, ^^Rizal was 
undoubtedly the most eminent man not only of 
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his race, but the Malay race in general. The 
future generations of the Spanish race will yet 
learn to utter his name with respect and admi- 
ration." Scarcely ten years have passed since his 
execution and we now see the truth of the state 
ment, for Spain, the true Spain, now considers 
Rizal a true martyr who in his life defended a 
just cause. She has now nothing but respect and 
admiration for the man who ten years ago was 
considered a ^'suspicious person." Rizal's influence 
over his countrymen might have made Spain's 
lot in the Orient a different one, had Jie not been 
executed. But Spain was far away and she did 
not know that those who pretended to represent 
her in the Philippines were the very ones who, 
in their vain hope of effacing RizaPs growing fame 
by killig him, were unconsciously planning her 
downfall. Rizal was executed, but that execution 
was what precipitted Spain's downfall, and yet 
Spain was not to be blamed for all her disasters. 
Her downfall in the Philippines and elsewhere 
were caused by those who nominally were her 
representatives but practically were the embodiment 
of envy, destruction and greed. The good people 
of Spain, -the true Spain, aimed to secure the 
peace and prosperity of her colonies but the 
opposing influence existing in her colonies was 
too stroncr. 

Rizal died while he was in all the vigor and 
buojancy of manhood. He died when fame's 
smih'ng face has hardly begun to crown his years 



of constant toil and study. He died at the criti- 
cal moment when his country most needed his 
services. But is there any act which is nobler 
and more patriotic than for a man to give up 
his life in defense of his country's sacred rights? 
And this is what Rizal did. Rizal on the day 
of his execution had but one regret, — the regret 
that he had but one life to give to his country. 
Hear his words: ^4 die without seeing the light 
of dawn on my country. You who shall see it and 
greet it, do not forget those who fell in the night." 
No, Rizal's name will never be forgotten. His 
noble figure will forever dwell in our memories 
and in those of generations yet unborn. His 
wise teachings will forever be remembered. Where 
there is a Filipino, there dwells the memory of 
the 30th. of December. On the spot where Ri- 
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zai fell, a monument, one worthy of his memory 
will be erected. As to that monument no words 
can be more fitting than those of Hon. Ro' ert C 
Winthrop: 

''Build it to the skies, — you cannot outreach 
the loftiness of his principles. Found it upon the 
massive and eternal rock, — you cannot make it 
more enduring than his fame. Construct it of the 
peerless Parian marble, —you cannot make it purer 
than his life. Exhaust upon it the rules and 
principles of ancient and modern art,— you cannot 
make it more proportionate than his character." 



The Parentage of Dr. Rizal 

Much has been written of Dr. Rizal without seeking 
the proper sources of information so th^t even the. facts 
as to his parentage may interest the readers of the Fl 
LIPINO Teacher, since they are different from the com 
mon story. 

Jose Rizal by ancestry apparently was well fitted to 
be the hero of such a composite people as are the Fi- 
lipinos. In his veins seem to have flowed the blood 
of three races. 

His father, Francisco Engracio Marcado, who after he 
had grown to manhood called himself Rizal Mercado to 



distinguish his family from his numerous Irelatives, was 
the youngest of the ten children of Captain Juan Mer- 
cado and his wife Cirila Alejandra. These were residents 
of Bifian, La Laguna Province, and according to the 
record of his baptism which may be seen in the paro 
chial church books under date of April i8, 1818, were 
Chinese mestizos. Francisco Mercado was three days 
old at the time of his baptism so his birthday was the 
fifteenth. He received an education above the average 
of that timei in a Latin school of Biftan where his fa 
ther was a tenant on the large Dominincan hacienda 
When of age he left home and became a tenant of th^ 
same corporation on its hacienda at Kalamba. There 
he held a large farm and proved himself a progressive 
and successful farmer. He had no false pride nor was 
he a trouble-maker but he was not of the kind that 
cringed or submitted without protest to imposition. His 
portraits suggest intelligence, honesty and strength o*" 
character After a troubled life which proved ihit he 
possessed in notable degree these claims to respect he 
died January 18th, 1898. 

The mother of Dr. Rizal, Teodora Alonso y Quintos, 
is still living and last year proved ihat she had the 
same disinterested patriotism which marked her distin 
guished son as different from many of his political as- 
sociates, by refusing to consider a pension which the 
Assembly proposed to give her. She does not remember 
her parents, who died when she; was very young, and 
knows little of her ancestry except that a lawyer is said 
to have been among her ancestors She was born in 
Manila on November 9th. about eighty years ago and was 
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baptized in Santa Cruz church. The only entry in the 
church record of baptisms whxh in the least fulfils these 
conditions is for November 14th, 1827, wh^n there was 
baptized Teodora Morales Alonso, the six days old 
daughter of Domingo Morales and Joaquina dc Quintos, 
•'Spaniards". That Mrs. Rizal-Mercado is not a pure- 
blooded Filipina no one who has seen her or a portrait 
of her can doubt. That this is the record of her baptism 
seems probable, or rather it seems improbable that there 
should be another answering save only in blood to her 
description especially when in Santa Cruz, Binondo and 
Tondo churches there appears no record of any other 
Teodora Alonso or Quintos or even the Realenda which 
is the name given in the baptismal certificate of Jose as 
his mother's. She studied in Santa Rosa college, in 
Manila, and like her husband possessed exceptional 
natural ability which was cultivated by an education 
much above what was common in those days. 

Chinese-Tagalog-Spanish is quite a difterent thing from 
the pure-blood Filipino which we have been accustom- 
ed to hear as Dr. Rizal's ancestry, but if it is true 
as it seems to be, it may serve a useful purpose in 
helping put down the senseless prejudice which some 
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demigogues have been trying to raise against rbixed 
blood. England and America whose vigor is owitig to 
the union of the best b'ood of oth*r countries with their own 
have had similar experiences which have been fortunately 
ended by the people seeing the ridiculousness of^such 
prejud ces. Just as the **true-born Englishman" of iirhom 
the agitators of the England of a century and a half ago 
boasted was not like themselves but was a ha-Tstvage 
Ceir, and as the **native American" of the United States 
of a half century back was the still more savage North 
American Indian, an 1 not the man who voted for Fremont 
for president, so in the Philippines today the only Fi 
lipino of * cara y corazon** would seem to be the Ne- 
grito who has not the slightest participation in its gov- 
ernment and appears entirely content thdt it should be 
controlled by the three invading races who seem prov- 
identially to have found a hero who united the good 
traits of all. 
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Education after school 

A. NER\ 

To the popular mind education is an incidental seme 
thing to be artificially arranged during the boyhood of 
an individual; it is erroneously believed that education 
is necessary only at a certain stnge of our development 
and beyond that it is no further advi^^abie. We often 
hear of people talk of persons having finij^hed their 
education. It is a process of life and it concerns us 
from birth to our grave. In our conscious life there is 
nothing about us except stimulus and mental response 



When we study we are simply brought to 
face systematically arranged stimuli in or- 
der that we may respond in a certain 
desired manner. In principle there is no 
difference between our activities inside and 
outside of school. Our mind learns by its 
own experience. What we should do is to 
continue studying with the same method 
and intensity as when we have been in 
school. The completion of a course of study 
in an institution of learning simply maens 
completion of certain required studies which 
are, by the vvay, in most cases very ele- 
mental. 

Our great men are not necessarily those 
*that were stars in the schools; they are and 
must have always been those who have 
persisted in studying years after school. 
Newly graduated normal students cannot 
be conceived to be great educators; there 
is need of long experience and continual 
study if they would become efficient in 
^ their particular calling. We are familiar 

with the fact that many are no better in their profession 
twenty years after than when they first started; degenerate 
until they are entirely worthless and are obliged to give up 
their position to be taken by another man better fitted. This 
as the result of the belief that one finishes his education 
iwhen he is given his diploma; he now puts aside his 
books and studies only when his profession requires. 
The first thing is that he forgets what he knows and the 
result is degeneration. This is abnormal and ridiculous. 
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Knowledge constitutes our tools with which we work. It 
docs not need any proof to show that it is subject to get- 
ting rusty— if I may be pardoned to use the expression — . 
The only safe way if we would not degenerate is con- 
tinually sharpening our tools, that is, ever studying. 
School days are short and the education we get during 
that time is very limited; it is for this reason that after 
school is an absolute necessity. 

Education is some times defined as a process of 
forming desired habits. Our works as teachers, there- 
fore, can be measured by the kind of habits our pupils 
form under our direct influence. The habit of study- 
ing is one of the best habits. We are rendering a great 
serv ice if we can help a child develope a habitually 
studious character; a character occupied in rfcding and 
solving out problems. Let the child, before leaving school, 
have a mind that will regard books the best friends. 
Reading books of the right kind surely saves people 
from vicious occupations; it is a pleasure itself and it 
diverts the mind of our boys and girls at home. There 
is nothing more pleasant and inspiring than to see 
the entire member of the family sat around the middle 
table in the reading room of the house feeding their 
eager minds with new and noble ideas which are only 
found in well selected books. The picture makes the 
home a modle and it will take the place of the theater, 
the dancing hall, and other places of amusements unfit 
for decent people, but are so often frequentod because 
of the lack of attraction and divertion at home. 

Study avoids self conceitedness so common to narrow- 
minded persons whose limited education does them, some 
times, more harm than good. Persons should not be 
so low in their ambitions as to be satisfied with a 
superficial knowledge of anything. As we go on in 
search of truth every new knowledge discovered should 
in turn become a new starting point for further dis. 
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covery and investigations. This is the true spirit of 
students. Our ideal is to make ourselves better and t>etter 
day after day, year after year. Perfection is a law o^ 
evolution and man is called upon by his own personal 
efforts, which are more effective by study, help the 
world's onward pro gress century after century, epoch 
after epoch. 



(I)u$i( in the Cily Schools

Anyone who visits any of the Manila primary schools 
during the singing period cannot fail to appreciate the 
work being done in music and to wonder at the ac- 
complishment. 

When it is taken into consideration thaf these native 
children do not have music in their homes, as we in the 
States do, that very few possess musical instruments, 
the surprise is the greater, for the first, second and third 
grades are doing the work as outlined for the same 
grades in the States and doing it well. 

The love of music with the Filipino is almost universal. 
Very few are without it. In the schools in the States 
it is not considered good form by many of the boys to 
sing and only the girls and little boys sing, but in these 
schools the boys are among the best singers and they 
sing not because they have to but because the/ like to. 

The idea that children can be taught so that an or- 
dinary song presents no more dificulties than printed 
matter in their own language is not theory but fact. 
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Whert the children of ihe first year, some so smal 
that they cantxot find the exercise to bi sung from the 
book, without the help of the teacher going around the 
room, as I have often done and pointing to the exercise 
can sing simple exercise after exercise without help from 
the teacher beyond sounding the key note, one cannot bu* 
feel proud' of the work that is being done. This proves 
that correct sight reading, the sense of time, can be 
developed in all nominally constituted children The 

mastering of the elements of music, the reading of music 
at sight, expressing one's self through music, is that 
not a noble work? 

It is requisite that we as musicians and music lovers 

should give more serious thought to the development 
of the moral character, the moulding of the powers and 

thoughts through song, of a people or generation upon 

whom may fall the responsibilities of new government 

The teacher of music in the school -and every schoo; 

teacher is included has the opportunity to give music 

a great impetus in these islands. 

What wonders will be acco;nplish »(l in the public 
schools by music. It is laying the foundation for a broad 
education, its influence for happiness and rt finement will 
be felt in many humble homes. What greater happiness 
in the home than to hear the children singing in pure 
sweet tones the songs of home and country. Those 
who do not know cannot estimate the influence for good 
music has upon teacher and children. Cultivate the 
child's finer sense and the moral character is elevated. 
Give the children songs that are bright and joyous. 



Make the dispositions cheerful and harmonious and so 
lead the child's thoughts and feelings to higher altitudes. 
When you and I were children we were taught to sing 
in full voice. The louder the better. This harshness of 
the child voice has become an accepted idea, as natural 
to childhood, but such is not the correct idea. These 
children are taught to sing with a soft, sweet quality of 
tone Breathing exercises are given. The children are 
taught to stand erect and breath deeply. When this 
habit is formed early in life a sound physique is the result 
The teachers (all Filipinos) take kindly to the music 
and although the instructions and all the details are plan* 
ned by myself, regular attention is given each day by 
the teachers. Quite a little credit is due them for the 
interest they have taken in the work and I feel very 
happy over the results
